Deputy Randy Bacrlocher, who 
is working on the case, said at least 
$4,000 in music CDs have been 
recovered from Darling’s home. 
The pair also allegedly ransacked 
dozens of unlocked vehicles and 
stole prescription medications, 
flashlights, knives, tools, about $50 
in cash, jewelry, perfume, and ifle-

West Nile 
virus has 
moved north

Residents and tourists in northern 
lower Michigan are being asked to 
watch for signs of infected birds 
after the discovery in Mio of a crow 
carrying the West Nile virus. A 
blue jay was also discovered 
recently in Muskegon, dead from 
the same disease. 

When infected with the virus, 
birds will begin to behave oddly -- 
staggering and/or flopping around 
on the ground and then dying. The 
District Health Department 
attempts to track the virus by col- 
lecting dead birds and testing them. 

The virus is spread by mosqui- 
toes and can be transmitted to 
humans and animals. While rare, 
severe cases of West Nile virus 
infection in humans interferes with 
the function of the central nervous 
system and causes inflammation of 
brain tissue. 

A National Center for Disease 
Control study states less than one 
percent of humans bitten by infect- 
ed mosquitoes will become severe- | 
ly il. 

No evidence has been found that 
humans can contract the disease 
through physical contact with an 
infected bird, dead or alive.

The Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association (LMPOA) is 
following up its recent plant life sur- 
vey of Lake Margrethe with another 
lake-mapping project in an effort to 
get a closer estimate of volume and 
location of Eurasian Watermiltoil 
within the lake. 

Eurasian Watermilfoil (milfoil) is 
a species of plant not native to the 
United States that takes off fairly 
quickly in a new environment. The 
plant, which is spread from lake to 
lake primarity by boats and boat 
trailers, can grow into thick mats 
that overwhelm other plants and 
cause problems for swimuners, fish- 
ermen, and watercratt users. 

On June 26, about 20 LMPOA 
members did a preliminary lake- 
mapping project on Margrethe to 
help determine where the milfoil is, 
and in what approximate concentra- 
ton. 


“Sample collect was very well- 
organized and sampling went quick- 
ly, taking about seven hours to com- 
plete the entire lake with 50-plus 
transacts and 150-plus sampling 
depths,” noted Howard Wandell of 
the Michigan State University 
Department of Fisheries and 
Wildlife in a recent report on the 
June 26 Lake Margrethe project. 
(Wandeli conducted a plant identifi- 
cation information session with 
LMPOA on June 25 and helped with 
the June 26 sampling effort.) 

“Overall the rooted aquatic plants 
in Lake Margrethe are sparse. Most 
of the one-foot sampling sites had 
no plants or limited amounts of 
stonewort, a desirable — plant 
species,” the report states. “Eurasian 
milfoil was found in limited 
amounts in the lake, primarily in the 
southern end near the military 
camp. It was also found in very 
small arcas in a few other locations. 
This would suggest that Eurasian 
milfoil is in the early stages of infes- 
tation, and appears to have entered 
the Jake at southern access sites.” 

LMPOA is now working with the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) on an ongoing lake-mapping 
project that will help determine the

The 
project will involve the use of glob- 
al positioning systems to plot exact 
coordinates of milfoil colony loca- 
tions. 

“This will ielpes give us a better 
understanding of what we have to 
lo,” said Joe Porter of LMPOA. 

LMPOA has not committed to 
one specific milfoit control method 
yel, bul itis teaning toward a couple 
measures that do not involve chem- 
icals, Porter said. 

One possibility is introduction of 
a special type of weevil that likes to 
eat the milfoil. Put into infested 
areas, the weevils — which cost 
about $1 to $1.25 each — keep mil- 


Joe Porter of LMPOA said

“We're looking forward to 
working with them,” Porter said.

Another possibility Porter men- 
tioned is placement of mats over 
milfoil colonies, which helps con- 
trol milfoil levels by cutting off its 
supply of sunlight. 

There are several herbicides that 
can be used to combat milfoil pres- 
ence in a lake. Spot treatments -~ 
using a chemical at only specific 
sites rather than spreading it through 
the entire body of water — are a pos- 
sibility. 

According to LMPOA, the asso- 
ciation plans to make a decision this 
year and implement its initial mil- 
foil control method in the spring of 
2003.

Voters in Frederic Township will 
be asked to vote on a one mill levy 
in the August 6 primary. The pro- 
posal, as it will appear on the ballot, 
is in the accompanying sidebar. 

According to Fire Chief Doug 
Pratt the millage will be used to put 
an addition on the existing fire sta- 
tion and do some renovations to 
bring the building up to code, which 
is a mandate with any new con- 
struction. The proposed addition 
would consist of space for three 
offices and a 50’ by 50’ garage 
which would provide three new 
bays. 

The fire station was built in 1983, 
and has five 40° bays for equipment. 
One of the bays has two vehicles, 
one of which is a small ambulance, 
in it. That bay has about three inch- 
es of clearance in the front. As you 
look at the trucks, the newer they 
are, the bigger they become and the 
newest truck has about half the 
clearance the oldest one does. 
Likewise, the newer ambulance is 
about 50 percent larger than the old 
one. 

Pratt said the smaller ambulance, 
which was purchased in 1989, was 
selected because it fit into the avail- 
able space. When this ambulance, 
which is nearing the end of its use- 
ful service, needs to be replaced 
there will be no place to store a big- 
gerreplacement. If the millage does

The Crawford County Road 
Commission began a reconstruction 
project on North Higgins Lake 
Drive this week. The project’s com-

Rieth-Riley was the successful low 
bidder for the paving phase with a 
bid of $214,216. 

The Road Commission is receiv- 
ing $100,000 from MDOT State 
Park Access Funds to apply toward 
the total cost of the paving phase. 
The balance will be provided from 
the Road Commission's Primary 
Road Heavy Maintenance Funds. 

Construction will take place from 
the intersection of Oak Road, caster- 
ly 2.17 miles to a point approxi- 
mately 1,200 fect east of the inter- 
section of South Grayling Road. 
During construction a detour route 
will be provided (o accommodate 
through traffic. The detour route 
will encompass portions of South 
Grayling Road, Dort Road and Oak 
Road. A 45-mph speed limit will be 
imposed throughout the detour 
routes.

SOCC is a special cilizen commission 
which mects each two years to sel pay and 
allowances for the state legislature, pover- 
nor, lieutenant governor, and supreme court 
justices.

Legislative pay, park funding on primary ballot 
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the legislature, and become law unless cach 
house of the legislature turns them down by 
a two-thirds vote. If one or the other cham- 
ber declines to take action, the new pay lev- 
els take effect. 

Last year, the house voted against a two- 
year pay increase package to hike the law- 
makers’ pay by almost 40 per cent. The sen- 
ate refused to take a vote on the matter, so 
base legislative pay zoomed. Now it’s 
almost $80,000 a year. 

Since the SOCC was added to the consti- 
(ution 34 years ago, only once have law- 
makers turned down ils recommendations 
for higher pay. Frequently the legislature 
doesn’ bother to vote on the question, but 
accepts the findings by not rejecting them, 

If Proposal 02-1 ts adopted on August 6, 
that will change. A majority vote of both 
houses will be required to accept SOCC rec- 
ommendations. The legistators will have to 
vote “yes” instead of not voling “no” to get 
higher pay. 


The proposal makes a few other changes 
as well: 

--The attorney general and secretary of 
state will be added to the list of state offt- 
cials whose pay and allowances are set by 
SOCC. Now the legislature sets their pay. 

--If approved by the legislature, SOCC 
salary and expense determinations would 
not take effect until after the next general 
election. Now they take immediate effect. 

--The legislature would be permitted to 
reduce compensation suggestions, but not 
raise them. Now they must be accepted or 
rejected as submitted. 

Should Proposal 02-1 be adopted? [t's up 
to the voters.

Primary should decide sheriff’s race 


Two Republicans will face off for 
the office of Crawford County 
Sheriff -- current interim sheriff, 
Kirk Wakefield, and Grayling 
Police Officer, Timothy Coe. 

Wakefield was named sheriff in 


February by state mandated panel of 


Probate Judge John Hunter, 
Prosecutor John Huss and Clerk 
Sandra Moore following the early 
retirement of former sheriff, Dave 
Lovely. The winner will serve out 
the remainder of Lovely’s term 
which expires in 2004, 

Coe was defeated in the race for 
county sheriff in 2000 by Lovely in 
the primary, then ran as an indepen- 
dent = write-in candidate — that 
November. Lovely defeated Coe by 
a close margin. 

The following information and 
comments were provided to the 
Avalanche by the — candidates 
(through the completion of a ques- 
tionnaire. 


Timothy Coe 


Tim Coe is currently employed as 
a pairoliiaa with the Grayling City 
Police Department. He and his 
wile, Patti, have four children rang- 
ing in age from [0 to 24. 

In his spare time, Coe said he 
enjoys watching his children grow 
and being part of their activities. He 
enjoys scuba diving, travel, reading, 
hiking, historical research (especial- 
ly in the area of law enforcement). 

Coe served as a Military Police 
officer in the U.S. Army in Korea 
and stateside in Kansas. After leav- 


ing the military, he first worked with’: 


the marine patrol in Crawford 
County then ran the marine and 
snowmobile patrol. He also worked 
in Ogemaw County as a patrol olfi- 
cer and occasional dispaicher, then 
in Sault Ste. Marie oversecing loss 
prevention in a store and managing 
a small motel, He returned to 
Crawford’ County tn 1985 as a 
marine officer, then began road 


patrol in 1986 and served for some 
lime as a command officer with the 
rank of sergeant. In 2000, Coe went 
to work for the Grayling Police. 

Coe has a degree in Jaw enforce- 
ment administration and is a certi- 
fied scuba diving instructor special- 
izing in ice, rescue and search and 
recovery diving. He has also 
instructed for the Kirtland Police 
Academy. 

Coe said he would like lo serve as 
sheriff because, “Law enforcement 
is a profession I chose to dedicate 
myself to a long lime ago. This is a 
career where you serve the citizens; 
it is to me more of a calling and not 
just a job. I believe I have the expe- 
rience and the heart to best serve the 
citizens of this county as sheriff. If 
(the voters) clect me as sherilf, I 
will take the responsibility and trust 


“they place in me seriously at all 


times.” 

If elected, Coe said he “hopes to 
Maintain and improve upon the trust 
and confidence that the citizens 
have in the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department. I would like to 
return to a full, 24-hour patrol, or at 
the very least increase patrol hours. 
I believe that at least while there are 
gaps in patrol hours that the sheriff 
and undersheriff can work the road 
when possible to help support addi- 
tional patrol hours. 

“] don’t assume there is no solu- 
lion to the budget problems, | 
assume there is a solution,” Coe! 
said. He believes it will take a team 
effort by commissioners, other 
police agency heads, union officials, 
community feaders and many others 
to perhaps find these solutions. “I 
have many visions for the depart- 
ment and [ believe other officers do,

plish all of them, but by being open 
and communicative, [| believe we 
can move forward and progress,” he 
said, 

Coc stated the top priorities for 
the sheriff department are finding 
solutions to the budget problems, 
funding new officers, maintaining 
the successful programs and provid- 
ing needed services within budget 
constraints. “We are not the only 
county to be having these difficul- 
tics, said Coe, “anda solution to our 
problems may be found by looking 
at and working with other counties 
and municipalities in the same 
boat.” 

Finally, Coe said he finds it ironic 
that “we spend a great deal of time 
in the school system teaching our 
children to call 911 in emergencies, 
and then are not there to answer the 
call when they do.” He said, “I

Kolka-Corbin duo been on a roll at 
the Weyerhacuser AuSable 
Marathon, in 2000 and 2001 they 
also won New. York’s General 
Clinton Canoe Regatta and 
Quebec’s La Classique de Canots 
en-route to a three-victory sweep of 
the Triple Crown of Canoe Racing. 
The pair picked up this year right 
where they left off in 2001, taking a 
47-second victory (7 hours, 19 min- 
ules, 13 seconds) at the New York 
race Memorial Day weekend over 
Al Rudquist, of Grand Rapids, 
Minnesota, and his partner Tim 
Triebold, of Spring Harbor, 
Michigan. 

Corbin has won or shared (with 
his partner) the Triple Crown of 
Canoe Racing championship every 
year since its inception in £992, He 
has clearly been the preeminent 
marathon canoe racer in North 
America for more than 20 years. His 
record is astounding, rising above 
the level achieved by dominant ath- 
letes in other sports.

Frenzy

Dedication. Commitment. 
Teamwork. Enthusiasm. 


Perseverance. You'll need all of 


these qualities for this week’s 
S55th Weyerhacuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon. While 
paddling the Marathon certainly 


requires these characteristics — 
and more — some say even more 
challenging than paddling is tak- 


ing on the task of feeding. 
Widely known as the richest, 
toughest non-stop canoe race in 
North America, the AuSable 
Marathon is also known as the 
world’s toughest spectator sport. 
More than half of the 120-mile 
non-stop canoe race is run 
throughout the night, beginning 
in Grayling Michigan and end- 
ing at the shores of Lake Huron 
in Oscoda some 14+ hours later.

It is estimated that 50,000+ 
people watch the race at viewing 
points along the racecourse. Of 
these 50,000 fans and team sup- 
porters, there are a few hundred 
who make the Marathon possi- 
ble. They are the feeders ~ and 


they are the virtual lifelines of 


each and every team that pad- 
dles the race. 

Usuaily consisting of four to 
six people per canoe, but some- 
times only one or two, these 


teams of feeders, also known as 


bank runners or support crews, 
pass food, clothes, extra pad- 
dles, flashlights, pain medicine 
and any number of other items 
to paddlers during the course of 
the race. 

Days and weeks prior to the 
race, support crews and the

In addition to deciding where 
feeds will take place, teams 
must also decide what will be 
passed and how the pass will be 
accomplished. Different pad- 
dlers want different essentials. 
Fruit and vegetables are popular 
with many paddlers. In addi- 
tion, cold pasta and energy bars 
are favorites. For liquids, many 
paddlers drink high-carbohy- 
drate mixes and self-concocted

“energy boosters.” No matter 
what their choice of food and 
beverage is, paddlers must be 
able to eat quickly and generally 
do so with one hand. 
Eighteen-year-old Alfred 
Borchers of Grayling is compet- 
ing in his third Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable Canoe Marathon. 
Becoming the 2001 state ama- 
teur champion could not have 
been accomplished, Borchers 
observed, without the help of his

feeders. “The support of your feed- 
ers can make or break your race,” he 
said. “They do more than just 
feed...they tell you what your times 
are, when to speed up, when to slow 
down and when to puke.” 

Borchers adds that his diet during 
the race may differ slightly from 
that of other racers. While he eats 
many of the same essentials that 
other paddlers eat - power bars, 
pasta and Ensure, a supplement 
drink — Borchers also includes ani- 
mal crackers, gummy bears, and 
Kool Aid in his diet. And, while 
many racers eat bananas to keep 
their muscles from tensing up and 
cramping, (they are a great source of 
potassium) Borchers doesn’t eat 
bananas, so his feeders pass him 
potassium pills during the night. 

In addition to strange diets, pad- 
dlers sometimes make unusual 
requests of their feeders, who are 
then sent into a scramble to meet 
their team’s needs. In the event of a 
hole in a boat, lighter fluid and 
matches are needed to dry the boat 
before duct tape is applied. Many 
male competitors request band-aids 
in the late hours of the race to keep 
their nipples from chafting from the 
constant rub of their shirts. Many 
paddlers request Vaseline at certain 
stops to apply to their bottoms for 
prevention of chapping. Other com- 
‘petitors have been known to ask for 
-anything from a chocolate shake 
from McDonalds to a cold beer at 
‘the finish line. It is a feeder’s duty 
ie meet every request.

Quebec in every AuSable Marathon 
since 1996. When asked about the 
importance of feeder teams in canoe 
racing, Kolka compares it to car rac- 
ing. “You have to think about a pit 
crew in NASCAR racing,” says 
Kolka. “You can have an amazing 
driver, but without his team - his 
support crew to help him - he’s 
nothing.” 

Kolka adds that pit crews are 
there not only to provide material 
things like food and clothing, they 
are also a competitor’s biggest 
source of mental and emotional sup- 
port. “It’s amazing how they can 
give you a boost. You can be pad- 
dling along, it’s dark, it’s cold, you 
haven’t seen anybody in a while and 
you sort of get in a ru¢ mentally. 


Coming around a corner to a crew of 


people there to feed you and encour- 
age you just gives you a whole new 
look on the next part of the race. It 
lifts your spirit and gives you new 
found energy.” 

If you’re wondering what the 
secret of Kolka’s success is — you're 
not going to find it here. And more 
than that, according to Kolka there 
really is nothing secret or special 
about his routine. The night of the 
Marathon, Kolka eats: fruit includ- 
ing nectarines, bananas and grapes; 
salty cheeses known as curd cheese 
in the Upper Peninsula; chicken 
noodle soup; peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches and instant oatmeal. 
Drinks include water, Cytomax and 
the supplement drink Ensure. And 
occisiénally, if he has an upset 
stomach, watered down Coke or 
Vernors usually does the trick | 

As far as locations for feeds, 
Kolka’s (eam utilizes many of the 
same spots that the rest of the racers 
usc. ‘Almost all teams use cach of 
the six hydroelectric dam portages.

In addition to feeding at the dams, 
the Kolka support crew also plans 
for stops at “secret spots” along the 
course as well. As a member of the 
Kolka feeding team, Jeff’s wife, 
Wini, says the main reason for this 
is the ability it gives you to better 
communicate with your team. 
“Fighting the crowds at other spots 
is a very difficult thing to do,” says 
Wini. “Communicating with your 
team is absolutely critical. They 
have to be able to tell you what they 
need and you have to be able to tell 
them their times. Doing feeds at 
areas along the river that nobody 
else is at allows for this.” 

While feeding for a team in the 
AuSable Marathon is a challenge in 
and of itself, being on the support 
crew of your husband can be even 
more difficult. Not only is Wini 
concerned with making sure that 
each feed is done properly, she has a 
substantial emotional weight on her 
shoulders as well. 

“When you’re feeding for your 
husband, it’s a whole different story 
all together,” = Wini Says. 
“Everything that he is going 
through, | go through too. I feel all 
of the emotions that he feels. When 
he’s doing well, we’re feeling good. 
And when he’s not doing so well, 
we both feel that too.” 

While being on the support crew 
of a team in a canoe race can be 
challenging in some ways, it is also 
a chance for those who have just 
been spectators: to become more 
directly involved in the race...your 
involvement in the race will have an 


_ effect on the | outcome. “If you're a> 
racing fan,” adds Wini, “feeding for 


a team at Icast once ts an absolute 
must. It will give you a whole dif- 
ferent perspective of the sport. And 
more than that...it’s a fot of fun.”
